loss to know how tlie department learned so quickly of the occurrence and 
b elieves it was a part of a plan to thwart Id* efforts to ferret out the suga r 
frauds. 
F a r r ’s statements have b een referred to .lames Reynolds, who w as 
assistant secretary of the treasury at the time He* <ei. nre was made and ts 
now a momt>er of the new tariff b oard
